This SUBJECT had previously contacted the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation Agents in Portland, Oregon and had told the 
Agents that he had dreamed that LEE HARVEY OSWALD was going to 
kill the President in the month of November, 1965 . The SUBJECT 
stated that this dream had occured in July of 196?. 

The Dallas FBI Agents stated that the SUBJECT was 
probably enroute to Dallas and that he was driving a I960 
Oldsmobi le sedan, 2 door, color beige, bearing Oregon 1963 
license 2Q.-7§8T. 

At approximately llsOO am 2-17-64, the SUBJECT was 
arrested at the Dallas County District Attorney's Offioe and 
had a pistol in his possession. This arrest was effected by 
A Dallas Police Officer and a Dallas County Deputy Sheriff. 
SUBJECT also had in his possession a rubber stamp for making 
oards imprinted 'HELP STAMP OUT KIKES THE NEGROID SEMITICS 

WANT TO INTEGRATE THEIR NEGRO COUSINS REACTIONARY NO. 1.'
